Sir Barton and Their Bearing 
on Saratoga Cup Race. 



SARATOGA. N. T.. Aiijriist 7. — What promises 
to be the raeiug test o' the year will b«* 
the m€>etiii}; of Man o* War and Sir Barton 
ill the Saratoga Tup, at one mile and three-quar- 
ters. on the oh^sing day of the meeting at this 
IHiint. It will l»e the first time these splendid 
specimens of the thoroughbred will try each other’s 
mettle, unless a special ra<-e should b«* arranged 
by the management lietwecn now and that date; 
and if the deatlier and <*ourse conditions are fa- 
vorable a new record may be looked for. Man 
o’ War’s sensational work on Tuesday last. W’lien 
he covered a mile and an eighth in 1:49-^,. and 
Sir Barton’s mile and a quarter in 2:015f, in the 
Saratoga Handicap indicate the fitness of both 
horses. 

It will lie interesting to see whether the old 
adage about a good big horse being able to take 
the measure of a gooil little one will hold in this 
case, as it has in most of the other tests that 
have lieen made lietween horses that have l»een 
ismccdedly first class, hut have not b«*en matched 
in a physical sense. S<iinebody recently referred 
to Sir Barton as “a bull of a liorw,” c«mveylng 
the impressicm that he is a great heavy type of 
the thorouglihred. As a matter of fact, he is a 
trifle over hands in height and probably... never 

has weighed 95t» pounds in training. He is all 
horse, however, from his rat-like ears to his well- 
placed tail. 



SIR BARTON A GLUTTON FOR WORK. 



It la doubtful if the turf ever had a tougher bit 
of racing material than rommander Ross’ rhampion. 
He Is a gluttcm f(»r w’or»:. When trainer Be«lwoll 
was getting him read.v for his early engagements as 
a three-year-old. he gave him a drilling that would 
have kiUK*ke<l out an.v nurse but the son of Star 
Shoot. Trials with rudg«*l and Bill.v Kelly on all 
kinds of tracks and with Avcight up were the order 
of the day. The culminating work that made the 
average trainer hold up Ms hands, and declare that 
Bedwell had at last rea-*li'»l tlie climax, came one 
day at Havre de Grace, when the colt was brought 
out in a drizzling rain — a cold, raw afternoon that 
would make the average man kce)) his charges 
indoors, and sent a mile and a*!! eiglith in 1:.'S4%. 
He had Cudgel as a prompter for five eighths, and 
Billy Kelly brought him home. There wasn’t an 
onlooker that didn’t question the wisdom of Bed- 
wcH’s Judgment on that occasion, and yet history 
records that he was rigiit. Bedw'ell knew his horse. 
It was his work day, .and rain, hail or shine Sir 
Barton was on the track. If any prm>f were needed 
as to Bedwell’s skill, the manner in which he 
brought the four-year-old to the i>ost for the 
Saratoga Handicap rec.mtly snouid be convincing. 
That B«Mlwell will liave him bn edge for the Cup 
is a foregone conclusion, 'rhat he will start him 
also is certain, as he has always raced liis liorses 
when they were ready, and has never shown a dis- 
position to dodge the issue with any rivals. 

When A. K. Macomb *r was in this country 
recently he said that our system of racin;; took 
much more out of a horse tlian the inetluMl which 
prevailed in France. Races are run from start to 
finish here, no matter what the distance, whereas 
on the continent there is freciuently no pace durin.g 
the early part. The fact that Hollister, which 
was considered a miler .vhen racing here, has been 
placed in goo«I company at a mile and a Imlf in 
France is proof of this assertion. 



CUP A RACE FROM END TO END. 



It is for this reason that the Saratoga Cup slanild 
go down in history as a great race. Both Man o’ 
War and Sir Barton like to g<» to the front. If 
l)oth trainers give orders to race from the moment 
the barrier is released a contest that will surpass 
anything the American turf has seen may be 
looked f<»r. as lx)th horses are dead game and each 
c'Oiuj^s from families noted for their stamina. It 
will lH» a case of the survival of the fittest. Na- 
ture will be called uisui for her last rt‘serves of 
speed and stamina. Whichever horse has the 
stouter heart and tlie greater degree of nerve force 
will be crowned the champion. 

In Sir Barton. Man o’ War will be meeting the 
horse lM*st qualifitul to search <mt his weaknesses, 
if he jMPssesses an.v. No <»ther Iiorsi* that couUi 
|>e selected c«iuld Ik * dcp»*nded to carry liiin along 
all the w’ay. When Sir, Barton is in action he is 
the picture* of tlie relentless, tireless type of thor- 
oughbred that never acknowledges defeat. With 
his head and tall on a line and his ears flattened 
to the disappearing isdnt on his neck, he is a 



veritable racing machine. 

On the other hand, there is no denying the fact 
that Man o’ War is a phenoinenon. In physical 
makeup he is as nearly perfect as horses come. 
He is 1«.2 hands, but is so beautifully inodele*! 
that he does is»t look it. His action is long, low 
and BWt'cping. like that of tlie greyhound, and his 
stride so terrific tliat old-timers compare it to 
that of Longfellow. There is no doubt that he 
covers more ground at a Isnind than his older 
rival, and as his recovery is so .smo«»th and frit‘- 
tionless. his admirers claiip that over a long route 
tills will be greatl.v in his favor. If Sir Bart^ui 
has ns much sim*ch1 as Man o’ War he has in*ver 
shown it in public*. He is. however, blessed witJi 
what niigiit lie termcul tlie “gift of continuanc*e,” 
and if Man o’ War takes his measure on Tues- 
day, August 31. it will indcH‘d be a c-ase of hats 
off to the chamiiion. Ixuiis Feustel has handled 
him witli rare skill to date and has earncul the 
highest praise for his ability ns a horseman.

THIRTY- NINE JUVENILES SOLD AT SARATOGA WEDNES- 
DAY FOR A TOTAL OF $109,850 — FRIDAY 
NIGHT'S SALES BRING THE HIGHER 
AGGREGATE OF $128,950 



SARATOGA, N. Y., August 7. — The big sale of yearlings here oegan Wednesday night. 
The attendance filled the spacious Fasig-Tipton sales ring with a briidant assemblage and 
included every prominent owner in these parts and other sections of the country. Bidding at 
times was spirited, particularly when some of the choicer offerings were in the ring, and prices 
realized were on a par with last season. The general consensus was rhat the demand for 
youngsters is still great and that those combining good ancestry and looks will, command 
big sums. 

Thirty-nine youngsters went under the hammer at the initial sale and they comprised con- 
signments of Miss Elizabeth Daingerfield, Samuel Ross, The Short Gr:i. 5 s Siud Company, C. H. 
Berryman, Balgowan Stud, D. W. Scott, Carr & Piatt, W. W. Darden and others. The entire 
collection realized a total of $109,850, for a grand average of $2,817.35. 

The star offering was the Short Grass — Marian Hood colt, which was knocked down to 
George Barnes for $13,500. The bidding on this colt was lively up to the $10,000 mark, when 
it became draggy. The Spanish Prince II.— Junta colt, also in the Short Grass Stud consign- 
ment, was the next highest priced colt sold during the evening, and he also was knocked down 
to George Barnes on a bid of $10,500. The other nine colts and fillies offered by the Short 
Grass Stud Company brought the total to $44,100, or an average of $4,009. 

George Barnes was an active bidder on these colts and had six of them knocked down 
to his account. It was not established for whom he was acting, but it wa.s not for C. W. Clark. 

The Duingerfield-Roee offering, comprising eight head, went for a total of $18,100, and an 
average of $2,262.50. The star in this consignment was the Sweep — Highllown colt, which went 
in William Garth on his bid of $5,100. 

Commander J. K. L. Ross secured the colt by Jim Gaffney — Irish Oueen for $9,000. This 
was the first offering of the evening and a lively tilt for his possession ensued. The Sweep — 
Droll colt in the W. W. Darden consignment also realized $9,000. 

There was nothing particularly striking about any of the offerings so far as looks were 
concerned, and a noticeable feature of the sale was the inactivity of many former eastern 
buyers in the high bidding. The sales in full follow:

Fa.sig-Tipton’s sale mart Friday night rivaled the elaborate setting of the Madison Square 
Horse Shows, for wealth and fashion were conspicuous and the brilliant as.semblage included 
m.qny of America’s foremost feminine social leaders, who occupied vantage points near the 
ling, attired in evening gowns. 

The magnet responsible for attracting the fashionable people was the offering at auction 
of the yearlings consigned by A. B. Hancock from his Claiborne and Ellerslie studs; those of 
Capt. P. M. Walker’s Page Brook stud; Rear Admiral Carey T. Grayson’s and Charlton Clay’s. 

There were forty-eight yearlings to go under the hammer; all br?d in the purple and by 
such noted sires as Celt, Wrack, Rock View, Jim Gaffney, Martinet, Ballot and Dick Finnell. 
Also such less tried but promising sires as Lough Foyle, Madrigalian, Bard o! Hope and Madman. 

The grand total of the sale was $128,950, a grand average of $2,686.65. 

The star of the sale w’as the sturdy looking colt in Hancock’s lot, by Rock View— Gold, 
which went for $14,000 to W. R. Midgely, acting for Mrs. Payne Whitney. The same purchaser 
also secured the highest priced filly of the sale when the chestnut Mi.^.-?, by Celt— Network, 
was knocked down on a bid of $12,500. This filly was also in the Hancock consignment and

SARATOGA. X. Y.. August 7.— Wliilp thp Fnllpd 
St.itps Hotpl Stakps Imbl the . pl:ice of honor on 
tfKbiy’s cnnl by vlrtup of its creat value ami long 
history, it was ovprshadow'*U to a great extent by 
the recently established Miller Stakes, formerly 
known as the Kenner. This was dm* to the pres- 
ence in it of S. D. Riddle’q superb three -year -bid 
Man o’ War. In fact, the colt’s intended start 
this afternoon was responsible for an augmented 
attendance that brought the visitors up to a record 
standard for this <*ourse. So great was curiosity 
to obtain a close-up of the noted colt that . an 
extra detail of Pinkerton iwdice had to be rushed 
to the saddling point in the paddm-k, and then 
it was with diffieiilty tliat the colt was given 
enough walking space. The thousands of persons 
in close proximity to him caused the eolt to become 
nervous and he cavorted about friskily until he 
was ou the track, where he steadied down and 
was tractable on reaching the post. 

Xothing like the interc.st uispluye<1 in thi.s horse 
has ever been manifest»*d on an Ameriean race 
track, and there is no doubt that lie is the greatest 
drawing card in the way of a racing attraction 
that tlie I'iiite<l States iias ever known. 

St. far as a contest concernetl. tfie initial 
running of the Miller Stakes will go down in hls- 
tor.v as an easy aehievemeut for Man o’ War. for 
Sande, substituting for the injured Knmmer, ttiok 
the great colt into the lead at once and he was 
never remotelj* endangered of losing command. 
Doiinncoiina, which follow.'d him closest through - 
out. appeared to be holding his own for three 
quarters, but it was only on sufferance that he 
kept so dost* to Man o’ War. After rounding into 
the stretch. Donnacona shortened his stride, and 
Sande. realizing there »vas no further contention 
behind him, took Man o’ ar under restraint and 
was content to let him go aliHig at a moderate 
gallop through the last eighth. Donnacona was 
not piinshed or ridden extra hard, and easily held 
King Albert, the only other starter, safe for second 
place. The net value of the stakes to Man o’ War 
was $4,7tK). 

After Man o’ War had won, Mr. H. K. Knapp, 
who acted as a steward for the race, presente<l Mr. 
Riddle with the beautiful cup which Mrs. Miller 
had donated for the stake, which was named in 
honor of her lute husband. Andrew Miller, who 
was for many years secretary -treasurer of the 
Saratoga Association. Mr. Knapp congratulated 
Mr. Riddle on the possession of such a superb 
horse and the owner of the great colt told of the 
pleajsure he derived in adding the Miller trophy 
to his collection of racing souvenirs. After the 
presentation Mr. Riddle said lie regretted tliat he 
liad not let Sande send the colt along for the track 
n*<*ord at the distance, which is made by 

Cudgel with one hundred and thirty -one pounds 
up as a four-year-old. As Man o’ War also 
carried one hundred and thirty-one pounds and ran 
in 1:56% without Sande changing his rein hold, 
it is a foregone conclusion that he could have 
beaten it. After weigiiiug out. Sande said: “I 

never felt anything like that horse in my life. 
Why, he is a regular machine. He strkles farther 
than anything I ever rcnle and does it so smoothly 
that yoii would not think he was running at all.” 

Man o’ War’s next start will be in the Travers 
•Stakes on Saturday, August 21.

She did it in such decisive 
style that no room was left for doubt as to her 
siqieriority this afternoon. She displayed fine 
speed from the start. disi>osed of the early con- 
tenders in easy st.vle and shook off General J. M. 
(;omez’ eliallenge with aplwrent ease. The Cuban 
owned colt’s race was also a sparkler. b.v fat 
much Is'tte^ than his showing in the Flash Stakes 
on the o|ieiiing day. and the same applies to E. R. 
Bradley’s Blaek Servant, which finished fast and 
gamel.v after lie lug a forward contender through- 
out and lH*at Registrar for third plaee. The Ui«- 
aptsiiiitment of the raee was Harry Payne Whit- 
ney’s Exodus, which was far hack throughout the 
niiiiiiug. There were originally ten named to start 
in the raee. hut Adonis and Kirkleviiigton were 
absentees, the R. T. WiNon eoniie<*tious adding 
Kuiglit of the He.ither at the last moment to 
substitute for Kirkleviiigton. 

The Ballstoii Steeplechase Handicap over the 
about two miles course furnished an outstamliiig 
upset by the runaway victory of G. R. Tompkins’ 
Highland Light, which won as his rider pleased. 
Evideiitl.v the riders of the others engaged in the 
raee must have thought that Highland Light would 
not ludd his le.id far. for they employed restrain- 
ing tactics ami made no serious effort to go after 
the leader until almost eoneludiiig the last turn 
of the field, and tlieii it was a hopeless task to 
overtake him.

Royal Arch, blundered 
badly at the water jump and it proved his undoing.

ably with the most attractive cards of the old 
flush days «»f Morris Park. Gravesend and Slieeps- 
head Bay. also of Belmont Park through the first 
throe or four years that Bdlowed the transference 
of Westchester As.sociat ion’s activities from Morris 
Park to Queens. The Futurity, a legacy from 
Sheejishead Bay, the oldest ami most widely cele- 
brated of American produce races for two-year- 
olds. will be renewed ’with u value of somewliut 
more than $,SU.OOO. The otluT two-year-old spe- 
cials to be decided in the course of the meeting 
will he the Champagne Stakes, a gallop of seven - 
eighths straightaway, that will have an added 
money value of $3.5(K> and a gross value of aliout 
5?7.G60; the Nursery Hjimllc.’ip, a sprint of three- 
iiuarl»*rs of a mile straightaway, that will have 
$3,560 in add<‘d money and yield $7.tK)0 to $8,000 
to the winner; the Mineola. ;i $2,000 (added money) 
selling race at three-quarters of a mile; and the 
Tomlmy Stakes, a handieap at five and a half fur- 
longs. The Toml)oy will he an added money race 
of $2. .500. All the Westchester Association’s stakes 
that have l>eeii closed this year are added money 
races. 

In the I.<awrcnc(! Realization, another legacy 
from Sheci)shcad Bay. and a race of one mile and 
five-eighths for entire three-joar-old colts and 
fillies, the Westchester Association will present 
a race in which tho champion Man o’ War 
will h;ive to shoulder lu*avy penalties ami once 
more tackle a number of such formidable three- 
year-olds as John P. Grier. Wildair, Upset, On 
Watch, Gladiator, Donuacuna. Domiuique, Irisli

Horses three years old and over that race on the 
flat will be liandsomely provided for in the nc*w 
Autumn G(dd Cup. a $5.(MM> added money handieap 
at two miles, and renewals of the $5,006 Jockey 
Club Stakes, a w«‘ight-for-age race at one mile 
ami a half; the .Tcromo. a $2,500 handicap at one 
iiiHe; the Manhattan, a $2,.500 handicap at one mile; 
the Nassau, a $ 2,000 selling race at one mile, and 
the Fall Highweight Handicap, a $3,000 sprint over 
the straiglitaway nt three-quarters of a mile. 

The Autumn (iold Cup. a race that is destined to 
great iwpuhjrlty. will lx* instituted to encourage 
the development <»f long-distance raring, w'hich in 
the East has Ihmmi neglected for some years. To 
promote the training of tlu* best long-distance run- 
ners three years old ami over for tlie first running 
of the Gold Cup then* will offered three or four 
overnight races of substantial v.ilues at such dis- 
tances as one mile and a quarter and one mile and 
a half.

LAMBASTING A HORRIBLE SUGGESTION

moval of the Derby from Kp^oni. Tlie idea of sueb 
a thing wciihl be eiioiigli to lead to public rioting, 
xvith l/ondoii |N>siiig us another l»iidoiiderry. hut 
tlie idea is so obviously beyond the iMissibility of 
muterializiiig that it need not lie further mentioned. 
It is xvorth nothing, lioxvever, that the writer of 
(Ills peculiar letter thinks “xve have only see three 
genuine Derby winners at E)»soui in tli** past six- 
teen years, these being ('ieero, Siiiistar and I^eni- 
berg.” It is all very well to talk of “genuine 

Derb.v w’iiiners’’ xvithoiit defining xvhat you nieun, 
but in what <*onecivahIe sense xvere Spearmint ninl 
Orhy not “genuine Derby xvinners”? The former 
of these was certainly ns, good a Derby xviiiuer-- 
“geniiine’’ or not — as we liave seen in tills century. 
Ill the Inst century the licst horses have won the 
Derb.v. I need onl.v mention a fexv, su<*h as Tlie 

Fl.ving Ihitehmaii, Voltigeiir. Blair Athol, Gladi- 
ator. Hermit, Faxoiiius. (’reiiionie, Galopin. Silvio, 
Persimmon, Galtee More. Ard Patrick, Ornioiide, 
Bend Or, Doncaster, Donovan, St. Gatien, Melton. 
Isinglass, Ladas, Hock Sand. Diamond .Tnbilee — I 
am writing just as the names occur to me. Di<l 
the E|>soni race course prevent these from xxiii- 
iiiiig? Certainly, just befor<* the war there was a 
strange s«‘queiiee of moderate winners, but )>oth 
Minoru and Tugalie had sliown classic form earlier 
at Xexvinarket, and it was no fault of the course 
that b«*at Tracery in tlie first race tliat he haii 

ever run. Signoriiietta’s opixmeiits xvere simply 

not so fit as slie xvas. and l.hingxvm xvas not so 
W4‘I1 ridden. Here, agiiin. the course was not to 
blame. As to Aiiiiier, the “eontretemps” might have 
hapiieiied at Nexviiiarket or aiiyxvliere — granted that 
a mad suffragetter was present and desired to 
knock him ox'cr. A similar incident did, in fact, 
occur at Ascot, wlieii 3'raccry xx'as tlie victim. 
Finally, Abliot’s Trace was not really “knocked 
over” at Epsom, hut ran till he dropped in his 
tracks and la.v ns if dead. There is every reason 
wh.v no trouble or e,\pense should be spared in 
making the Epsom race c*oiirse as gwxl as |K>ssible 
and in saving it from lx‘iiig trampled on b.v tlie 
ceaseless crowds of spectators, but tlie suggestion 
that Epsom IKixvns ami the Derby should Is* di- 
X'oreed is too monstrous to contemplate for the 
scintilla of a moment. 

“Banish plump Jack, and banish all the worldl’’ 

So says Falstaff somewhere— and the same might 
be said of this wild scheme for banishing the Ep- 
.soni Derby. We should h.ive to be on the verge 
of bolshevism before any sueli icomHlastie profiosal 
could api>eal to the British public. — “The Special 
Commissioner’’ in I^iiidoii Sixirtsman.
